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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE, 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1971 


USDA  inspections  for  export  of  beef  breeding  cattle  during  1971  totaled 
19,056  head.    This  represents  a  decrease  of  ih  percent  from  the  22,265 
head  exported  in  1970,  and  a  36  percent  decrease  from  the  total  of 
29,669  head  shipped  in  1969.    Canada  again  was  the  most  important  export 
market  for  U.S.  beef  breeding  cattle,  taking  6,571  head,  a  33  percent 
decrease  from  the  1970  total  of  9,8^3  head.    Mexico  continued  as  the 
second  most  important  market,  taking  6,066  head  in  1971,  an  increase 
over  the  ^,383  head  shipped  in  1970.    Costa  Rica  ranked  third,  taking 
2,697  head  in  1971,  compared  with  only  715  during  1970. 

The  largest  single  contributing  factor  to  the  decline  of  total  exports 
of  U.S.  beef  breeding  cattle  was  a  3,272  head  decrease  in  exports  to 
Canada  in  1971,  compared  with  1970.    The  second  most  important  reason 
for  the  decline  was  the  cessation  of  exports  in  1971  to  Chile  which  took 
2,785  in  1970.    Countries  which  decreased  their  imports  of  U.S.  beef 
breeding  cattle  in  1971,  compared  with  1970,  included  the  Dominican 
Republic,  Trinidad,  Nicaragua,  Venezuela,  Greece,  Angola,  and  Mozambique, 

Hereford  breeding  cattle  continued  to  be  the  leading  export  breed  during 
1971,  but  numbers  decreased  kO  percent  from  8,809  in  1970.    Mexico  was 
the  most  important  Hereford  breeding  cattle  export  market  during  the 
calendar  year  1971,  taking  2,598  head.    Canada  ranked  second,  taking 
2,016  head.    Spain  took  551  head  of  Herefords  during  the  calendar  year 
1971,  the  largest  number  of  Herefords  to  be  exported  to  Spain  in  any 
one  calendar  year  in  the  history  of  U.S.  Hereford  exports. 


Angus  was  the  second  most  important  export  "breed  during  calendar  year  1971 , 
with  3,215  head  shipped.    This  was  a  12  percent  decrease  from  the  1970 
total  of  3*6^1  head.    Costa  Rica  was  the  major  export  market  for  Angus 
cattle  in  1971,  taking  l,k02  head.      This  was  an  increase  of  l,l6l  head 
over  1970  purchases.     Canada  ranked  second,  but  took  only  853  head,  com- 
pared with  1,822  in  1970.    Mexican  imports  also  were  down  to  U88  head, 
compared  with  7^9  in  1970.    The  U.S.S.R.  took  251  head  of  Angus  during 
1971,  their  first  shipment  since  the  late  1950's.     The  other  shipment  of 
Angus  was  a  goodwill  gift  to  the  Russian  government  consisting  of  one  bull 
and  two  heifers. 

Brahman  cattle  ranked  third  in  importance  during  calendar  year  1971  as  an 
export  breed — 2,Qkh  head  shipped,  an  increase  of  10  percent  over  the 
2,596  head  exported  in  1970.    Not  included  in  the  1971  total  were  225  head 
of  Brahman  exported  to  Malagasy.    These  cattle  were  not  included  in  any  of 
the  totals  in  this  publication  because  they  did  not  show  up  on  USDA  export 
health  inspection  certificates 

Charolais  exports  of  2,631  head  were  fourth.    Exports  increased  37  percent 
over  the  1,921  head  shipped  in  1970.    The  largest  market  for  Charolais 
cattle  was  Canada,  taking  1,^-36  head  which  was  about  the  same  number  as 
in  1970.    Mexico  was  second  with  869  head  of  Charolais  in  1971,  compared 
with  h-Qh  head  in  1970. 

Crossbred  cattle  ranked  fifth  as  an  export  breed  with  1,696  shipped. 
Santa  Gertrudis  ranked  sixth  with  sales  of  1,509  head. 

U.S.  beef  breeding  cattle  went  to  31  foreign  countries  during  1971,  and 
came  from  35  States.    Texas  again  ranked  first  in  importance  as  an  ex- 
porter among  states  during  1971*  shipping  a  total  of  1         head;  Florida 
was  second  with  2,030  head;  Montana,  third  with  1,8^-8  head;  Oklahoma  was 
fourth  with  l,lkl  head;  and  Idaho,  fifth  with  667  head.
